M. Ribot, in his address, said he rec- 
ognized’ thé necessity of France buying | 
as Httle,abroad:for the requirements of | 
war as possible.’ To do so, he asserted, | 
would be ‘ore of the most ‘important 
economies for the country. This, would 
tend: also’ to facilitate exchange, al- 
though up to the present there ‘had: not. 


Frerich credit wes intact, and France 
felt’ no embarrassment, notwithstanding 
all her requirements, 

M. Ribot said that in April public.sub- 
scriptions amounted to 995,000,000 francs 
($199,000,U00) and that in May the ‘public 
took: 1,007,000,000 francs ($201,400,0U0) in 
national defense bonds. 

The Minister of Finance in. measured 
and. sober eloquence said he could af- 
firm once more ‘that the pedple’ of 
Pranée: would ;go to the end, no matter 
how long the war might Jast, .and that 
in the midst of her difficulties France 
had taken:a vow which she should keep:

philosophy, American men are so afraid of a 
public opinion, which, as Tolstoy said, is 
mostly formed by women, that they do not 
dare to take a firm stand in an assertion of 
the eternal verities. Womén are envious, 
petty, back-biting, and uncharitable when 
there isa conflict of interests ag between 
themselves; but let-a man stand boldly for. a# 
truth which they donot like—let a man of- 
fend them’ as a sex, and instantly a subtle 
and deadly spirit of trades unionism springs 
up among them, and they are united as one 
organism. ‘Then woe to that man,. bécause 
he can use against them neither logic, nor his 
fists. ‘Venomous tongues and narrow un- 
generous minds are set to work against him, 
and in all the babble the average citizen has 
neither the opportunity. nor the intellectual 
discernment to detect the truth. 

The physical and psychological make-up of 
man and woman is unspeakably different, as 
Nietzsche and Ruskin have pointed out, 
Whether this..be due to opposite but co- 
‘ordinate principles of the life-force, ‘or ‘to 
-nurtiiral factors that are comprised in dif- 
ference of ‘education, function, and enyiron- 
ment, is of little moment: The difference 
exists, and it has tobe reckohed with; 
Women, as a rule, are quite innocent of 
science, philosophy, and civic morality. Man, 
one might say, is more.often guilty of the 
sine of the flesh, while woman is more often 
guilty of the sins of the spirit, . The 
sins of. the’ flesh are more spectacular 
and. noisy, and are talked about more, 
The sins of the spirit are more subtle 
and less open to observation. It was 
against’ the sins of the spirit that Christ 
hurled his most terrible denunciations, It 
might be said that sins of the flesh bring 
evil directly upon the Individual; while sins 
of the spirit tend more to bring evil upon 
society as a whole,
